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Gil&e d daliaed Wed 


Whit Craft married Bridget and they had a son Bryant 
Craft. Both Whit and Bridget were from Ireland, we) 


Bryant married Sally Harvey Keyes who had two brothers, Sylvester Keyes 


who died at Vicksburg, and the other brother whose name is unknown. 
Bryant was a Captain in the Civil War - a recruiter, Sally and Bryant 
lived on a farm near Taylorsville, Mississippi. Bryant was a man of 
some means. They bad a son Joshua Bryant Craft. : 


Joshua Bryant. Craft married Charity Pamelia Duckworth from South 
Carolina ( no other information on her family is known). They had 
six (6) children. The oldest child was Francis Benjamin Craft who 
was born November 16, 1859 (Grandmom Fowler's father) who married 
Mary Alice Jones who was born May 13, 1668. They were married on 


January 17, 1886. 


Another son of Joshua and Charity Craft was Jeff, their fifth (5) 
child, He married Minnie Trimble and they had three (3) children. 
Charity (Mra. Ray Bright) lives in Houston, Texas; Blla (Mrs. Frank 
Dunhan lives in Fort Worth, Texas; and Joe Bryant Craft of Louisiana. 


Joshua, the fourth(4) born to Joshua and Charity Craft, left home in 

his teens roaming throughout Texas, Oklahoma and Missouri. He was 

' caught with a band of train robbers (The Colten Gang). When escaping 
from Prison, he broke his ankle jumping from a wall. He hid in the 

woods — a posse in pursuit. He shot a man who was passing by think~ 

ing he was the law. Notified of Joshua's trouble, his mother Charity 

went to missouri and spent about four (4) weeks there just before he 

was tried and executed in Jefferson City, Missouri, at the age of 

18 or 19. All this happened in the late 1690's. Joshua was buried 


in Jefferson City. 


Mary, their third (3) child, was a beautiful girl and trouble was 
brewing with the Sullivan family over her. (Thia is the start of 

the Sullivan-Craft Feud in Mississippi once written about in the 
Saturday Evening Post sometime in the 1950's). Mary's brother Bryant 
would escort her to social affairs at night. Bryant was killed ina 
dispute with the Sullivans one night when he went with his brother 
Francis (our grandfather) to water the horses and a fight ensued with 
some Sullivans. Francis probably killed a Sullivan, I+ is thought 
that Mary had an illegitimate child or two by Sullivans. Bryant was 


17-19 years old when he disd. 


Mary Graft stayed in Mississippi when her Mother and brothers moved 
West in 1877. She married Dan Hathorne. Her youngest child, Annie 
Redmon, lives in Oklahoma, Her oldest child was Bud (?Sullivan) 
Rathorns who threatened to kill Franois (his uncle and our grand- 
father), Mary woved from Taylorsville to Bougalousa, Louisiana, and 


lived there until her death, 


Braxton was the youngest child of Joshua and Charity's, He died very 
young of brain fever and is buried in Wise County Cemetary, Texas.

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In 1873 when their oldest child was only 14 years old (Francis), 
Joshua left Charity and went to Louisiana with another woman. He 
got siok with T.B. and returned to Mississippi and Charity who 
nursed him until he died shortly afterward. 2 


Captain Bryant Craft, Charity's father-in-law, took Charity and 

her six (6) children to live with them. This is when the trouble 
with the Sullivan's over Charity's daughter, Mary, started. Bryant 
told Charity to get the four boys out of Mississippi and he would 
provide the money. They went to Texas in 1877. Francis (our 
grandfather) was 18 years old. Mary stayed in Mississippi and married 
Dan Hathorne. Charity and the boys went to Texas by wagon through 
Mississippi and Louisiana swamp trails. They camped in an abandoned 
barn during a storm. The barn blew down and Charity's knee was 
broken. They continued their trip with her broken knee, but Charity 
was crippled all the rest of her life. She died in 1933. 


Charity and the boys stopped in Boske County and rented a farm, but 

the crop failed 30 they moved to Palo Pinto (near Mineral Wells, Texas) 
and stayed one (1) year when another crop failed, Then they moved to 
Wise County and bought a farm of 160 acres of bottom land. Later they 
bought more. Here is where Braxton contracted brain fever and died 
(This is during the time Joshua got into the train robbing gang) 


Francis, the eldest, (our grandfather) had tired of the farm and agreed 
to give his brother Jeff the farm if he would support their mother, 
Charity. Francis returned to Mississippi and married Mary Alice Jonnes 
on January 17, 1886, in Taylorsville. He was 27 years old. He bought 
a farm and lived there until his nephew Bud (Sullivan) Hathorne threat- 
ened to kill Francis. Mary Alice convinced him to leave again in 1896. 
(This was 20 years later and Sullivan's still after Francis) Bud stood 
in the road waiting for Francis to approach as he was plowing an 
adjoining field. Wary Alice saw Bud and chased him off with a shotgun. 


Franois and Mary Alice moved to Munroe, Louisiana, and bought a 400 
acre farm near the Washataw River. Four children lived there four (4) 
yearss Zona 1886-1898 died at 11 of diabetes; ‘Zulz (Aunt Sis in Fort 
Worth)1889 and still living in 1978; Minnis Grady 1891-1893 of"Bloody 
Flux"; Jeff Davis (Aunt Winnie Minohen) 1894-19" cancer; Joseph Brakton 
1896-1899 Diptheria; Zona and Joe are buried in West Munroe Cemetary. 
Francis and Mary Alice had travelled to Munroe by ox wagon and buggies. 
There were 17 families moving West at the same time. The hunting and 
Fishing were good so Francis and Mary Alice stopped in Munroe. Aunt 
Sis (Zula Switzer) can remember campfires and singing at night. Their 
father, Francis, had come ahead and bought the farm. He farmed the 
land, cut timber and shipped it out by steamboat. 


Mary Alice beliuved the area of Munroe was unhealthy - malaria was 
rampant —- so she moved to Houston in about 1900 right after the 
Galveston Storm. They rented a‘house while searching for the farm 

and grocery store they bought in Waller, Texas. They lived. there 

until about the Fall of 1906 when they moved back to Houston and opened 
a wood yard and then a meat market on Congress Avenus. About 1907 they 
sold the meat market and bought a store on McGowan. ‘The family lived 
on Caroline between Leland and Pease. 
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Grandmother, Mary Alice, died in 1920 of nephritis. The family moved 
to Alumagordo, New Mexico. (Francis and his remaining children at hame 
Gettie, Garnett and Benford.) The other children (Zula, Winnie, Gladys 
and Glenn were either married or off working. ) In New Mexico Francis 
bought another meat marketand grocery store. Here is where Garnetf met 
George and Elizabeth Fowler from Galeton, Pennsylvania. George was 
building a sawmill. Their daughter, Dorothy, showed Garnett a picture 
of her brother, Richard Edward Fowler, who was a sailor in the U.S. - 
Navy during World War. I. Garnett and Richard (Dick) started to 


correspond. 


In 1921 Franois bought a Maxwell car and Model T truck. The Craft 
family moved to Los Angeles, California to get into movies. Garnett 
wanted to meet Dick Fowler whose ship was in California, On August 


29 or 30, 1922 Garnett and Dick were married. 


Mary Alice Craft died in 1920 and her husband Francis Benjamin diedin 
1933 (apparently the same year his mother died at 97). They are buried 
in Forest Park Cemetary, Houston, Texas, along with their daughter, 


Winnie Minchen,. 


Garnett and Dick Fowler had two children: Richard Edward Fowler, Jn 
born May 24, 1924 in New Orleans, Louisiana, while Dick was on a 
construction job; and Lois Ruth Fowler Donovan born on her father's 
‘pbirthday November 27, 1925. Dick Jr. entered the U.S.Navy and was 
commissioned an Ensign when he was 18 years old and after two years 
of college. He married Jean Lois Ray of Warwick, Rhode Island on 
July 6, 1951 and they had six (6) children, He retired in July 1974 
from the U.S. Navy with the permanent rank of Rear Admiral, They now 
live in Sanford, Florida, Lois Fowler married Larry Donovan while he 
was in the Air Force during World War II. He is from Boston, Mass. 
They have two children: James born May 18, 1954, and is studying to 
be a medical doctor; and Susan born November 24, 1957, who plan to 


be a lawyer after completing U. of Texas.

Historiography 


The Craft Coat of Arms illustrated left was drawn by an heraldic artist from 
information officially recorded in ancient heraldic archives. Documentation 
for the Craft Coat of Arms design can be found in Burke's General Armory. Her- 
aldic artists of old developed their awn unique Janguage to describe an individual 
Coat of Arms. In their language, the Arms (shield) is as follows: 

"D'arg. a une fleur-de-lis de sa." 
Above the shield and helmet 1s the Crest which is described as: 

"La fleur-de-lis, ornee a l'ext, de petites 

plumes d*arg." 
When translated the blazon also describes the original colors of the Craft Arms 
ang Crest as it appeared centuries ago. 
Family mottos are believed to have originated as battle cries in medieval times. A 
Motto was not recorded with this Craft Coat of Arms. 
Individual surnames originated for the purpose of more specific identification. The 
four primary sources for second names were: occupation, location, father's name, 
or personal characteristics. The surname Craft appears to be locational in origin, 
and is believed to be associated with the English, meaning, "dweller in the smajl 
enclosed field," The supplementary sheet included with this report is designed 
to give you more information to further your understanding of the origin of 
names. Different spellings of the same original surname are a common occurrence. 
Dictionaries of surnames indicate probable spelling variations of Craft to be 
Croft, Crofts, and Crafts. mi ik Dearer's of the old and distinguished Craft 
name comprise a small fraction of the population there are a number who have 
established for it a siqnific at place in history. They include: SIR JAMES 
CRAFT (1530-1591) English statesman who was appointed Lord Deputy of Ireland 
-by Edward VI, in 1551. HERBERT CRAFT (1603-1691) Prelate who was educated 
as a Catholic, and converted to the Anglican Church, in 1622. He became 
Dean of Hereford, in 1644, and Bishop. in 1661.He was the Publisher of 
"The Naked Truth." JAMES CRAFT (1839-1977) American organic chemist. He 
studied in Germany and France, from 1860 to 1865. He did research work in 
France.and was Professor of M.I.T. from 1892 to 1898. He was Co-discover 
with Charles Friede of Friedel-Crafts Reaction, a synthetic reaction in 
which anhydrous aluminum chloride acts as a catalytic agent, responsible 
for bringing into existence hundreds of new carbon compounds. ERNEST CRAFT 
(7847-1911) English painter. In 1874, he exhibited "The Retreat, an Episode 
in the German-french War.” His pictures were mainly on military subjects.

Introduction to the Hurrell (Berl) Craft family of Smith, 
Simpson, and the Surrounding counties of Mississippi in the early 


LBoG's, 


During the early to middle 1800's, many people were moving west 
out of the east coast states into the midwest and southern part of 
the United States. A family by the name of Craft was among these - 
early settlers. 


The Craft family was origionally from Ireland or the British 
isles. They were a family clase to the soil and nature. 
"Craftemen' in the truest sense of the word, they were innovators, 
farmers, and hunters a& was necessary in those early years for the 


praviding of food and clothino during summer and winter. The Craft 
family had close knit ties, were hard working, peaceful, and helped 
populate our country by having large families. They built water 
milis to grind grain and blacksmith shops toa make and sharpen tools 
used in builcing- homes and clearing land. They also chose other 


eccupations that met the needs for the welfare of the people. 


Most families that settled in the southern states came through 
the Carolinas, Georgia, Alabama, and into Tennessee, Fentucky, and 
Mississippi: $0 DID THIS CRAFT FAMILY. 


Burrell (Beri>d Craft came from Kentucky, ain his early life, to 
Smith County, Missigeippi. Here, he met his ist cousin Temperance 
(Tempy) Craft, who was living with her parents in Jones County, 
Mississippi.  Tempy’s father was Melvin or Luta Craft. (according 
to some of the older Craft’s) Jim Craft was the father af Melvin and 
Herl. (if the reports are correct. It nas always been reported that 
they were ist cousins) Tempy had 4 brother by the name of Whitmel 
Craft who married Bridgett _ ooo UU from Ireland .

French and Spanish Adventurers, less interested in establishing homes in the 
New World but mere eager to find easy-te-get wealth to take home with 
them to their nalive countries, came to the Mississippi regions in the fifteen 


hundreds. They didn't stay long and left few if any visible evidences of 
the sojourn here. 


When hostilities between the American colonies and the Mother Country 
reached the siage where an armed conflict became necessary, large numbers 
of Tories of the New England section, unwilling to particinate in the forced 
resistance, moved their families to the Natchez district, esiasusning plantations 
around Vicksburg, Port Gibson and Natchez, Ht was thrown these wealthy 
landowners: that the large slave-operated plantations came mio existance. 


Prior 10 thet time, -amall groups of German and Swiss farmers had been 
induced by the French to take up acreages in the territory. 


In 1798 when the Territory of Mississippi was formed from the Western section 
of what was then Georgia, it included what later became the Territory of Alabama; 


Shortly after that Territory had been formed, Mississippi became a state on 
December 10, 1817. 


At the completion of the Louisiana Purchase in 1803, thousands of settlers 
rushed into Mississippi for the available new land. Many of these land seekers 
were former residents of New England communities and seme of the Southern 
States’ elong the Atlaniic Coast. It was during this time, 1805-1816 that the 
Crafts left North and South Carolina for this new land. These will be shown in 


the first census of the Mississippi Territory and the Counties in which they 
settled. 


Another tremendous migration into Mississippi, sometimes likened to the 1849 
geld rush into Califorgia, came in a four year period ending in 1837, when the 
last of the Indian lands in Mississippi had been opened for setilement. Most of 
those acquiring this land came from the eastern section of the nation.

Whitmell Craft born in South Carolina went to Kentucky and then later to 
Mississippi, Jessie (Jesse) Craft was born in Covington County, Mississipp: and then 
settled in Smith County, Mississippi near Raleigh on the land known a: Shongalo. 
Shongalo is a Httle ereek a few miles east of Raleigh and north of Highway 18. 
One crosses ii in going to the Double Church, it is an Indian name. Jessie Craft 
was a farmer and practiced medicine for 40 to 50 years in the farming community. 
Records show that his name wes recorded as JESSE but because his tombstone at 


the Double Church in Smith County shows Dr. Jessie Craft, for this purpose I have 
used the JESSIE. 


Jessic Craft married NANCY ] KEYS born 1829, died ‘after 1890 and they had ten 
children. They tock into their home to raise another child whom was considered 


a half sister to the other children. This child is included in this pamphlet because 
of the affection of the other children towards her. : 


After the death of Nancy }] Keys, Jessie Craft married Aletha (Lethie) Valentine. 


There were no children from this marriage. I have not at this time found the 
graves of either of these two ladies. 


Dr. Jessie Craft lived alone afier his second wife died, but practiced medicine up 
until smost the time of his death. The lands which were held by him were either, 


given, sold or divided by his children and some of his descendants still own this 
land in Smith County today.
